Or 
you may find these bulbs started 
for you at a florist shop. Their rich 
scent will mingle pleasantly with the 
Christmas-tree fragrance in any 
home. 

Gift plants at this season are, of 
course, legion. If you can give a 
word of advice with your gift, do 
suggest immediate removal of the 
foil pot covering so likely to hold 
water around roots, and urge a light 
place away from radiators and 
drafts, and locations as cool as pos- 
sible. Well-chosen plants that pros- 
per are a long delight, extending the 
thank-you weeks, maybe months, be-

They are fed and pinched back all 
during summer, yet they grow too 
much. However, they do produce 
many blooms. Mrs. T. H. H., Pa. 


Perhaps you are using the wrong 
kinds for the job. For low, dense- 
blooming plants, set out cushion- 
type cultivars. If your plants are 
florists’ strains set into the gar- 
den, there is almost no way to ov- 
ercome the legginess, although 
these can be grown as staked, three- 
stem plants for large flowers for 
cutting. Chrysanthemums thrive in 
full sun and rich soil. Overfeeding 
is almost impossible. Water so soil 
never dries out completely. A deep 
summer mulch helps. 


Can | start a compost pile with only 
grass, no leaves? What is the best 
way to start one that composts fast? 
Mrs. R. L. N., Nebr. 


Spread grass clippings on the drive 
or scatter as mulch in the garden 
until they dry to hay; then mix with 
an equal volume of soil. They will 
compost quickly without putrefac- 
tion. Or let the mulched grass lie 
until fall and spade it directly into 
the soil to compost over winter. 


In early September the new leaves 
and blooms on my sultanas (im- 
patiens sultani) began to rot. The 
decay spread from one joint to the 
next and leaves on the rest of the 
plant turned yellow and fell. Last 
winter when {| had them indoors 
they got webs in the tender shoots 
and would rot off, but | saw no 
in those outside. What can 
the trouble be?
